To, correct the bad habits of: others 
is often to form a bad habit yourself.

TION 


The Government of Alberta recog: | 
nizing the value of the industry to) 


the province established .a breeding | 


station which is under the supervi- 
sion of the poultry branch of the De- 


partment of Agriculture. The popu- | 


lar utility breeds are kept and the 

birds and eggs supplied at a nominal 

price, The breeding station is also 
used as a demonstration and experi- 
ment station. 

A great deal of educational work is 
also undertaken in the way of farmer’s 
institutes where information is given 
by practical lecturers who are person- 
ally engaged in poultry raisingin the 
province. Bulletins are also publish- 
ed on practical poultry matters. 

While the government offers assist- 
ance to conymercial poultry keepers, 

the fancy and exhibition side of poul 
try keeping is also encouraged. In 
the Agricultural Society Ordinance 
provision is made for poultry shows, 
the department paying the actual 
money paid out in prizes up to $300. 
As muny of the larger poultry shows 
have-outgrown the grant further 
promise is made that where $500 or 
more is paid out.in prizes the govern- 
ment pays two-thirds of the actual 
prize money,

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DOMINION BUDGET SHOWS 


A MAGNIFICENT SURPLUS 


New Finance Minister Presents a Clear and Comprehensive 


Statement of Doshinion Finances--Canada’s 
Prosperous Era 


Ottawa.—Hon. W. T. White deliver- 
ed his first budget speech, presenting 
te the house a financial statement 
showing for the current fiscal year a 
magnificent curplus of thirty-nine mil- 
Non dollars. The speech was one of 
the most jucid. and comprehensive ex- 
Positions of national finance ever giv- 
em‘in ‘pariiament. 

The’ budget contained no special 
features beyond the announcement of 
the surplus. There are to be no tariff 


(changes and steel bounties are not to 


be restored so far as the present ses- 
sion is concerned. The decision in 
this respect was reached by the gov- 
ernment after a great deal of very 
careful consideration, in which no 
phase of the situation was overlooked. 
Mr. White stated that in view of le- 
aislation establishing a tariff commis- 
ston, which would collect data and 
report,-it had been decided to make 
no tariff changes at present. 
Requests ‘for tariff changes had 


been made, but there appeared to be|- 


no need so urgent that it could not 
wait. 

Revenuea of the-Dominion continue 
buoyant. For the success of the fis- 
cal year now coming to a close, the 
minister of finance declared his will- 
ingness to share credit with the other 


“aide of the house. ’ 


A. K. McLean, of Halifax, whose 
duty it was to criticise the budget for 
the opposition, claimed a major por- 
tion of the credit for the late Liberal 
ministry. 

The total revenue for the current 
fiscal year, including an cstimate of 
returns yet to come, Mr. White gave 
as $136,000,000, and expenditures on 
consolidated fund account as $97,000,- 
000. The amount going to sinking 
fund account ts $1,150,000. “We have, 
said the finance minister, “more than 
paid our way.” But for the “joker”

PUT HUDSON BAY IN SHAPE 


Wireless Installed, Fleet of Ships to 
Be Put On, Terminale Bullt. 

Ottawa.—Following the announce- 
ment that the Government had decid- 
ed to let the contract for the Hudson 
Bay Railway for another 130 miles 
to Kettle Rapids, comes the news 
that there will be placed in the sup- 
plenientary estimates a sum to start 
work on terminals. The amount will 
rum close to a half million. 


It is the hope of the Government 
to have the Hudson Bay Railway com- 
ed in time to move the crop of 
918, However, even if the road 
were finished, it would be useless 
without harbor facilities, terminal and 
focks at that point. 

As soon as the report is received 
trom the engineers now in the north 
and the terminal is finally selected, 
work will be started getting the ter- 
minals in shape to handle steamers. 
Bhips which wil! be sent to the Bay 
under the command of Capt. Ander- 
gon and Capt. Bartlett will take soun- 
Binggs in the Strait and arrange for 
the establishment of wireless and 
other aids:to navigation, so there will 
de no delay on this score. 

Negotiations have also been open- 
2d with a well known Atlantic steam- 
ship company which wants to arrange 
to put a fleet of steamers on the Bay 
lo handle grain. 

Promoters also figure that there 
will be a large passenger trade. They 
believe that it will be a favorite trip 
for tour.sts as Earl Grey designated 
the Bay as the Mediterranean of | 
North America. 


" RED RIVER IMPROVEMENTS 


Lieut..Col. Shunk Submits a Report 
to the United States Government 
Washington.—The war department 

submitted to congress the report of 
Lieut.-Colonel Francis R. Shunk, of 
the proposed improvement of the Red 
River of the north, in which he reach- 
es conclusions unfavorable to *he pro- 
ject. Col. Shunk contends that the 
construction of storage reservoirs in 
the vicinity of the Red River of the 
North, {s not necessary or desirable 
in the interests of navigation. He 
points out that the district drained by 
this stream is covered with a network 
of railroads which in some cases, offer 
better shipping facilities from the 
grain fields to the elevator centres 
than the water routes. In conclusion, 
he says’ 

“No increase in the expenditure is 
warranted by present or prospective 
cemmerce on the Red River of the 
North.”

INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS. 


61 Persons Killed and 178 Injured in 

February. : ‘ 
’ Ottawa.—According to the record 
of industrial accidents kept by the 
Department of Labor. 61 persons were 
killed and 178 injured during Febru- 
ary, 1912. This record compares very 
favorably with that of January, when 
86 workmen were killed and 214 in- 
jured. 

Compared with February, 1911, the 
record is still more favorable as 93 
were killed and 197 persons injured 
in that month. 

The worst disaster of the past 
month was the premature explosion 
ef dynamite on construction work 
sear Fort Frances, Ont., on the line 
of the Canadian Northern, by which 
13 construction hands were killed and 
siz others seriously injured.

al exchequer, the capital expenditure 
for the year 1911-12 would have stop- 
ped at a total of $34,000,000. To this, 
however, must be added the first in- 
stallment of ten miliions, which the 
country must pay to the G.T.P. under 
the recent judgment of the judicial 
committee of the privy council. 

It works out to five millions and 
this amount, the minister explained

charged to capita! account. 

Despite the enormous expenditure 
entered upon by the Laurier govern- 
ment in connection with transconti- 
nental railway finances, the minister 
expressed belief that increasing rev- 
enues would he sufficient to take care 
of the cost. The amount going into 
the railway this year is $22,600,000 
bringing the total up to $118,000,000. 

To this it will probably be neces- 
sary to add another hundred million. 

Mr. White showed the house that 
favorable arrangements had _ been 
made in London in connection with 
the refunding loan of £5,900,000 ster!- 
ing required to replace the short term 
loan coming due in May. 

Another loan would fall due in Oc- 
tober, and would be provided for. 
There would ‘then be only two loans 
to be met till 1930. 

The minister presented statistics of 
the growing trade and increasing im- 
migration. Dealing with the def eit 
of reciprocity, he declared that the 
verdict of the people had been given 
on national as well as economic 
grounds and that in the deciston 
reached there was nothing in the na- 
ture of hostility to the United States.

“O, brother chiefs of the Six Na- 
tions, I shal) be glad one day to visit 
you and to smoke the pipe of peace, 
though I fear that, of those chiefs 
who sat with me in the council cham- 
ber 42 years ago, none ure now lf{v- 
ing.” ; 

“When you return I wish you to 
tell the other chiefs, the warriors and 
the people that Karah Kon Tye sends 
them his greetings and wished them 
an abundant harvest, health and hap- 
piness.” (Signed) “Arthur.”

Fighting at Canton hegan 
with an attack by the brigands sev- 
eral days ago and continued constant- 
ly ever since in various parts of the 
suburbs. 


NOT SAME PLATEAU 
So Says Amundsen Regarding Shack- 
leton’s. Discovery. 

London.—The Times’ Sydney cor- 
respondent states that Amundsen 
denies that the King Haakon Plateau 
on which the South Pole is situated 
{s the same as King Edward VII, 
Land, discovered and named _ by 
Shackleton. “Shackleton may have 
got to it, but that does not give him 
# right to name a territory which he 
never saw. The Haakon Platcau was 
traversed by my party only, and I am 
justified in naming it as I think fit.” 


University Chair For Amundsen 

Christiana.—A motion was present- 
ed in the storthing for the establish- 
ment of a chair for Ronald Amundsen 
in Christiana University. The mat- 
ter was referred to the budget com- 
mittee. The premier announced that 
the government would propose that a 
grant be made Amundsen to enable

; TO AVERT DISASTER 


Avalanche May Overwhelm Town of 
Frank, and Inhabitants Receive 
Warning. 

Lethbridge, Alta—"To move or not 

to move.” ‘ 

That is the question that Is occupy- 
ing a place,of importance in the 
minds of.the residents in the coal 
town of Frank, 85 miles west of Leth- 
bridge, end it is a question for which 
they are having a hard time in'try- 
ing to find the right answer. Given 
their own way, it is safe to say that 
not a single inhabitant of, the place 
would decide that it would be a wise 
thing to pack their household goods 
and abandon the homes they have 
built for themselves during the past 
7 or 8 years. Other forces, however, 
are intervening, and for their own 
saftey, compel them to take whatever 
they can carry away and move to 
some spot where the danger is not 
supposed to be hanging over them for 
24 hours out of every day. Once more 
the safety of the “insidious Turtle 
Mountain” has been brought to the 
fore and this time it is causing a 
flutter, not only in the town of Frank, 
but throughout the country where the 
story of the 1903 disaster is stil re- 
membered, which will end only when 
the Dominion government steps in 
und makes some specific demand. 


Since last Friday morning more 
eyes have turned to the huge pile of 
rock overhanging Frank than ever 
before. Baleful glances are cast at the 
monster and all’ because of the spec- 
{al commission appointed by the gov- 
ernment to investigate the safety of 
the town from another slide has hand- 
ed in its report. That report is none 
too cheering to the inhabitants of the 
little coal town. Not that any of 
them have been overcome with fright 
from the danger which fe said to be 
impending. They treat the warning 
of the commission's report with a 
lightness born of a long residence at 
the foot of the Turtle mountain. 


Their pessimism in reality is rather 
one. engendered by pecuniary consid- 
erations. The report says that the 
town is in danger from another siide, 
and that they should therefore move 
immediately, but were they to follow 
this” course, they would have to leave 
their homes and in many casés the 
result of their 8 years’ earnings be- 
hind them, and that is where the shoe 
pinches.

ESTIMATES DISAPPOINTING 


Programme of Construction For Cur- 

* rent Year—Depends on Other 

\ Powers. 

London.—The naval estimates for 
the current year are disuppointing, as 
there were expectations of a large re- 
duction. - 

That the amount may be consider- 
ably excceded is indicated by Mr. 
Churchill's statement that the estim- 
ates were framed on the assumption 
that the existing programmes of the 
other naval powers would not be in- 
creased. In the event of such In- 
crease supplementary estimates 
would be necessary. 

The new construction Includes four 
large armoured battleships, eight light 
armoured cruisers, twenty destroyers 
and a number of submarines. The 
persone! will be increased by two 
thousand men. On April 1st there 
will be under construction: ten bat- 
tleships, six cruisers, eight second- 
class protected cruisers, 31 destroy- 
ers and 15 submariaes. 


CATTLE EMBARGO IN U.S, LIFTED 


No Evidence Now of Foot And Mouth 
Disease in Great Britain. 

Washington.—The embargo on cat: 
tle from Great Britain which are im- 
ported into the U. S., which has been 
prohibited for a year past, because of 
the foot and mouth disease, was lift- 
ed by Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son. 

No evidence of the disease has been 
discovered in the British Isles for 
three months. Although there has 
been a decrease in the disease in con- 
tinental Kurope, none of these coun- 
tries are allowed to send cattle here, 
English authorities believe that the 
epidemic, from which Great Britain 
has suffered during the past few 
years, has been carried over in some 
way from the continent, 

Automobiles have been suggested as 
a possible means by which foot and 
mouth germs were carried across the 
English Channel. 


Grain Act Defect 

Regina, Sask.—The Legislature ad- 
opted the resolution introduced by A. 
H,. Smith (Moosomin) protesting 
against the enactment of subsection 
E of clause 20 in the Grain Act am- 
endment bill which leaves to the dis- 
cretion of the board of gra:n commis- 
sioners the variation of the provisions 
for car distribution. 

Before passing to the consideration 
of the redistribution bi) Attorney- 
General Turgeon briefly explained the 
principles upon which the redistribu- 
tion bad been based. Both popula- 
tion and area had heen considered, 
and leaving out the cities the average 
population in each riding was 8,700, 

In reference to the representation 
of the three city constituencies he cit- 
ed Winnipeg, West Toronto and other 
cities to show that in cases of cities 
where the population was dense, the 
representation was not based upon 
population. 


Trouble About Uniforms. 

London.—A promise of an interest- 
ing disclosure very shortly, is con- 
tained in a question in the House of 
Commons put by Viscount Dalrymple, 
unionist member for Wigtownshire, 
as to whether a member of the King's 
privy council appeared at a public 
Masquerade wearing the uniform of 
a privy councillor. It is understood 
that the reference is to Right Hon. 
Alexander Ure. Lord Advocate of 
Scotland. The wearing of official uni- 
form on such an occasion was forbid- 
den years ago. Viscount Dalrymple's 
enquiry is as to whether this regula- 
tion has been rescinded.

One 
minister said that it must burn iteelf 
out like a prairie fire. It is the gen- 
eral belief that order cannot be re- 
@tored within two years. The break- 
{ng up of the country by secessions 
{s considered not merely a possibility. 

There are now not leas than six 
hostile armies in the field, these com- 
prise the northern and southern arm- 
les, which the present disorders show 
are not agreeable to the forced com- 
Promise that their leaders are now 
negotiating. The Manchu troops 
which remain a distinct body apart 
from the others, the Mongols, who in 
large bands are fighting the Chinese 
garrisoné in the north, Gen. Sheng 
Yun's army composed largely of Mo- 
hammedans, and the province Yun- 
nan, an army of independents. 

General Sheng Yun's actual post- 
tion is known, but according to a 
missionary letter recently received 
from Sian Fu, his folowers are decim- 
ating populations and wiping out 
whole districts. Consular reporta 
trom Yunnan state that the independ- 
ent army is in control of a part of 
their provinces, and up to the present 
time it has confined itself largely to 
outlawry. The diplomatic represen- 
tatives in Pekin are diplomatic be- 
Cause of the apparent feebleness of 
the Chinese as administrators and 
disciplinarians. 


ALBERTA RAILWAYS 


Premier Siston Regurns With Numer- 
ous Aesurances of Early Con- 
struction. 

Edmonton, Alta—Premier Sifton 
has returned to Edmonton. The pre- 
mier said that his visit to eastern 
cities had been chiefly in connection 
with railway businegs. Visiting Win- 
nipeg, Ottawa, Toronto and Montreal. 
Mr. Sifton intervieved the officials of 
the railways which have received 
bond guarantees from th# Alberta 
government, including the C. N. R., 
and C.N.W.R., and the G.T.P. for its 
branch lines, and the Edmonton Dun- 
vegan and B.C. railway. 

“The outcome of the interviey's,” 
Mr. Sifton stated, ‘were very satis- 
factory, and I think I shall be safe in 
saying that at least 600 miles of steel 
will be laid in the province this year. 
The assurance J Lave received amply 
justifies the promises we made in the 
legislature when the railway policy 
was under discussion.” — 

Mr. Sifton said the construction 
would be spread over the various lin- 
es which had received guarantees. 
Speaking of: the work to be done on 
the Dunvegan line Mr. Sifton said 
the line was to be pushed forward 
with all possible speed and the pro- 
motors hoped to be able to complete 
this year the laying of the steel as 
far as the Athabasca river, a distance 
of over 100 miles from Edmonton. In 
regard to the other lines Mr. Sifton 
said he pressed particularly for the 
laying of the steel on the sections 
witich were already gradec. tu this 
respect the companies gave under- 
standings which were satisfactory.

ful in the affaira of state as the Mor- 
mons in Utah, where they are abso- 
lutely dominant, 

The mandate for the southward 
move is said to come direct from Pre- 
sident Smith, head of the Mormon 
church, in Salt Lake City. ' 

The power of the church over its 
people is unlimited and if the head of 
the church should ordain that the 
whole Alberta colony should remove 
to Nevada, every man, woman and 
child in that colony would obey or 
suffer excomunication, and become a 
despised “Jack Mormon.” 

The church, which is one of the 
tichest organizations in the United 
States, ranking probably next to the 
Stondard Oi] Company in wealth, with 
millions of dollars in gold in its trea- 
sury house in Salt Lake City, would 
reimburse every colonist for any fin- 
anciul loss that the movement might 
entertain. 

Political affairs of the Mormon 
church have prospered amazingly 
since the acceptance by the United 
States senate of credentials of Reed 
Smoot, representative in the Upper 
House of the American Congress, and 
one of the 12 aposties, who control 
the affairs, spiritual and financial, of

LESEON XIlL—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR MARCH 24, 1912, 


Text of the Lesson, Mark iI, 13-22, 
Memory Verses, 16, 17—Golder 
Text, Mark |i, 17—Commentary Pre 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

The call of Matthew, the first part 
of today's lesson, is found in Matthew 
and Luke, as well as in Mark. But 
the rest of the lesson, including 
Matthew's entertainment, and the 
parables of the new and old cloth and 
the new and old wine are found only 
in Mark and Luke, In all the acts 
and words of Jesus we must seo God 
the Father, remembering such words 
as these: “I can of mine ownself do 
nothing.” “Tho Father who sent Me 
gave me a cominandment, what [ 
should say and what I should speak.” 
“The Father who dwelleth in me, He 
doeth the works” (John v, 30; xif, 
49; xiv, 10). His compassion upon 
the multitude and His readiness to 
teach them, no matter how weary He 
was, is our example that we may fol- 
low His steps in this as well as in 
Waieee and patience (1 Pet, 

Matthew the publican (Matt. x, 3), 
or Levi, as he is called by Mark and 
Luke, may have been turning to 
Christ in his heart, as probably Zac- 
cheus did, while continuing with 
doubt in his unpopular calling and 
longing to be done with it. We might 
Infer this from the readiness with 
which he left all and rose up and fol- 
lowed Jesus. Many ure still being 
called, but few are ready to follow so 
promptly. Something of Matthew's 
Gratitude because Jesus called him is 
seen in the great feast which he made 
for Jesus in his own house, inviting a 
Great company of publicans and sin- 
hers thereto, To see Him eat with 
publicans and sinners was to the self 
fighteous Pharisees a great stumbling 
block, for it was their way to have no 
feltowship with such nor any love for 
their souls, rather to pass by on the 
other aide of the street and to say, 
“God, I thank Thee that I am not as 
other men * * © or even as this 
publican” (Luke xviii, 11). They 
never said anything more beautifal 
or true concerning Him than when 
they sald, “This man receiveth sin- 
ners and eateth with them” (Luke 
xv, 2). The words of Jesus to them 
at this time are both a parable and 
Ite explanation, the parable being 
“They that are whole have no need 
of the physician, but they that are 
sick,” and His explanation of it, “I 
come not to call the righteous, but 
sinners, to repentance.” These 
words and those concerning the old 
and new cloth and wine sre found 
also in Matt. ix, 10-17, and seemingly 
In the same connection as here, but 
according to the gospel harmony the 
record in Ma‘thew referred to a later 
incident. Be that as it may, His 
words are more than time or place, 
and we know that He did repeat some 
of His words—as, for example, the 
Sermon on the Mount and the Sermon 
on the Plain |Matt, v to vii and Luke 
vi, 17-49), 

The righteous whom He did not 
come to call are spoken of in Luke 
xvill, 9, as “certain ones which trust- 
ed in themselves that they were 
righteous and despised others.” We 
Know that in the matter of true 
righteousness, as God sees it and de- 
sires it, “there is none righteous—no, 
hot one.” But there are those who, 
“being ignorant of God's righteous- 
ness and going about to establish 
their own righteousness, do not sub- 
mit themselves to the righteousness 
of God” (Rom. iii, 10; x, 3). 

To associate the disciples of John 
and of the Pharisees seems like a 
very bad combine, but some of John’s 


disciples were no doubt from the 
Pharisees and, like too many church 
folks of today, had not dropped their 
mere formalities. In Zech. vii we 
read that when the people inquired of 
the Lord as to whether they should 
continue certain fasts or not He ask- 
ed them, “Did ye fast at all to Me, 
even to Me?” Then He told the 
what true fasting in His sight w 
Zech, vil, 4-10; Isa. Iviii, 6-10). Ne 
ow He speaks of Himself as t 
Bridegroom and His disciples as 1 
children of the bride chamber, 
doubt looking onward to the marria 
of the Lamb of Rey, xix. We mighc 
well ask: Where is now the fasting 
because of the Bridegroom’s absence? 
Where ure those who long for His 
return, who rejoice greatly because 
'of His voice, glad to decrease if only 
He may increase? (John ili, 20, 30.) 
There is much patchwork in the 
teaching of our day which is directly 
contrary to the teaching of our Lord 
concerning the necessity of a new 
birth.

x, 4). Ilowever unpopular the doc- 
trine may be, it {s most plainly writ- 
ten that “the carnal mind is enmity 


against God, for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can 
be” |Rom. vill, 7). Not a shred of 
Adam and Eve's fig leaf aprons could 
be tolerated. The coats of skins were 
all sufficient. We must sing from the 
heart the words of Isa, Ixi, 10. The 
so call new thought or new theolo- 
ey will not do, for it is not of God 
and must therefore be from the ad- 
versary, who flatterg man by telling 
him that he is all right and only 
needs aome improvement, which he 
himeelf can easily accomplish.
